REGULATION   OF  MEDICAL  PRACTICE 
July  1,  1917— December  31,  1918 


The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education 
of  the  State  of  lUinois,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  regulation  of 
medical  practice,  are  covered  in  this  report  for  the  period  between 
July  1,  1917,  when  the  Civil  Administrative  Code  of  lUinois  became 
operative,  to  December  31,  1918. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  is  one  of  the 
nine  divisions  provided  for  in  the  Civil  Administrative  Code.  Its 
varied  duties  and  responsibilities  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  statute. 
It  has  under  its  jurisdiction  the  five  normal  schools  of  the  State, 
namely,  those  at  Normal,  Carbondale,  Charleston,  DeKalb  and  Ma- 
comb. It  supervises  the  work  of  the  three  scientific  surveys,  which 
are  located  at  Urbana  in  connection  with  the  University  of  Illinois. 
These  are  the  Geological  Survey,  the  Natural  History  Survey  and 
the  Water  Survey.  The  State  Museum  at  Springfield  completes  the 
list  of  educational  and  investigative  institutions  of  which  it  has  over- 
sight. In  addition  the  Department  is  charged  with  the  regulation  of 
the  practice  acts  which  relate  to  those  professions,  trades  and  occu- 
pations, of  whose  members  the  State  requires  a  license,  including 
those  of  the  architects,  barbers,  chiropodists,  dentists,  embalmers, 
horseshoers,  midwives,  nurses,  pharmacists,  physicians,  plumbers, 
structural  engineers,  and  veterinary  surgeons.  So  far  as  medicine  is 
concerned,  it  is  given  authority  to  exercise  the  rights,  powers  and 
duties  formerly  vested  by  law  in  the  State  Board  of  Health  relating 
to  the  practice  of  medicine,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or  mid- 
wifery, and  also  those  relating  to  the  regulation  of  the  embalming 
and  disposal  of  dead  bodies  and  for  a  system  of  examination,  regis- 
tration and  licensing  of  embalmers.  The  Department  was  organized 
on  July  1,  1917,  through  the  appointment  by  Governor  Frank  O. 
Lowden  of  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  of  Chicago,  as  Director;  Ernest 
A.  Wreidt,  of  Chicago,  as  Assistant  Director;  and  Fred  C.  Dodds, 
of  Springfield,  as  Superintendent  of  Registration,  these  three  officers 
being  attached  to  the  Department  under  the  Code. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  RESTRICTIONS 

The  Code  specifically  provides  that  the  Director  of  Registration 
and  Education,  the  Assistant  Director,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Registration  shall  not  be  affiliated  with  any  college  or  school  of  medi- 
cine, pharmacy,  dentistry,  nursing,  optometry,  embalming,  barbering, 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  architecture  or  structural  engineer- 
ing, either  as  a  teacher,  officer  or  stockholder,  nor  shall  they  hold 
license  or  certificate  to  exercise  or  practice  any  of  the  professions, 
trades  or  occupations  regulated.  In  other  Vi'ords,  the  administration 
of  the  various  practice  acts  is  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  members  of 
the  professions,  trades  and  occupations,  and  is  put  under  the  control 
of  neutrals.  All  those  who  have  studied  and  made  comment  upon 
this  provision  of  the  Code  have  expressed  the  belief  that  it  marks 
a  great  forward  step  in  administration.  It  is  believed  that  absolute 
impartiality  and  exact  justice  are  more  likely  to  be  secured  where 
personal  interest  or  possible  professional  jealousy  are  absent.  In 
the  working  out  of  the  code  plan  there  has  been  marked  a  notable 
change  of  attitude  toward  the  law  on  the  part  of  violators,  whether 
intentional  offenders  or  chance  ones.  The  prospect  of  being  prosecuted 
by  a  great  department  of  a  state  government,  the  executive  officers 
of  which  are  not  members  of  the  profession  involved  and  whose  main 
interest  in  the  case  is  that  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law  of  the 
State,  appears  to  be  much  more  feared  than  was  the  danger  of  trouble 
with  members  of  a  board  connected  with  the  same  profession.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  every  practice  act  of  Illinois  has  become  far  more 
effective  than  it  ever  has  been,  because  it  now  has  behind  it  the  ma- 
chinery, the  resources  and  the  administrative  power  of  a  State 
department. 

Another  restriction  of  the  Code  provides  that,  whenever  the 
several  laws,  regulating  professions,  trades  and  occupations  which 
are  devolved  upon  the  Department  for  administration  so  require, 
certain  enumerated  functions  and  duties  shall  be  exercised.  These 
relate  to  standards  of  admission,  curricula  of  schools  and  colleges, 
rules  and  regulations  of  examinations,  conduct  of  examinations,  the 
granting  and  revoking  of  licenses.  It  is  definitely  declared  that  none 
of  these  enumerated  functions  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  the 
Department  except  upon  the  action  and  report  in  writing  of  persons 
designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Director  to  take  such  action  and 
to  make  such  report. 

THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE 

The  language  of  the  Code  in  describing  the  committee  whose 
work  relates  to  medicine  is : 

"For  the  medical  practitioners,  embalmers  and  midwives,  five 
persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  reputable  physicians  licensed  to  prac- 
tice medicine  and  surgery  in  this  State,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  an 
officer,  trustee,  instructor  or  stockholder  or  otherwise  interested 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  medical  college  or  medical  institution. 
For  the  purpose  of  preparing  questions  and  rating  papers  on  practice 
peculiar  to  any  school,  gradutes  of  which  may  be  candidates  for  regis- 
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tration  or  license,  the  Director  may  designate  additional  examiners 
whenever  occasion  may  require." 

There  are  three  other  paragraphs  in  the  same  section  of  the 
Code  which  are  important : 

"The  action  or  report  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  persons 
designated  for  any  given  trade,  occupation  or  profession,  shall  be 
sufficient  authority  upon  which  the  Director  of  Registration  and 
Education  may  act." 

"In  making  the  designation  of  persons  to  act  for  the  several 
professions,  trades  and  occupations,  the  Director  shall  give  due  con- 
sideration to  recommendations  by  members  of  the  respective  pro- 
fessions, trades  and  occupations  and  by  organizations  therein." 

"Whenever  the  Director  is  satisfied  that  substantial  justice  has 
not  been  done  either  in  an  examination  or  in  the  revocation  of  or 
refusal  to  renew  a  license,  certificate  or  authority,  he  may  order 
re-examinations  or  rehearings  by  the  same  of  other  examiners." 

Great  care  was  taken  in  the  selection  of  the  first  committee  to 
work  under  the  new  plan.  The  Department  officials  cherished  the 
idea  of  having  a  certain  degree  of  continuity  between  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  new  Department  and  those  of  the  old  State  Board  of 
Health.  They  wished  to  have  the  different  points  of  view  of  medi- 
cal organizations  represented.  Above  all,  they  had  an  ambition  to 
secure  a  group  of  men  whose  names  would  command  respect,  and 
who,  in  themselves,  would  be  an  assurance  to  the  friends  of  medi- 
cine that,  under  no  circumstances,  could  there  be  retrogression 
under  the  changed  conditions  of  the  Code.  After  a  sifting  of  a  large 
number  of  names  presented  for  consideration,  those  chosen  were 
Dr.  John  A.  Robison,  of  Chicago,  former  president  of  the  Illinois 
State  Board  of  Health;  Dr.' W.  L.  Noble,  of  Chicago,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Illinois  State  Medical  Society ;  Dr.  L.  C.  Taylor,  of 
Springfield,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  legislative  committee 
of  the  Illinois  State  Medical  Society;  Dr.  Carl  E.  Black,  of  Jackson- 
ville, all  of  whom  represent  the  regular  school,  and  Dr.  G.  M. 
Gushing,  of  Chicago,  the  secretary  of  the  Illinois  Homeopathic 
Association,  who  represents  homeopathy.  These  physicians  have 
served  the  State  with  rare  fidelity  and  earnestness,  making  great 
personal  sacrifices  to  aid  the  Department  in  its  important  work  of 
regulating  the  practice  of  medicine.  There  was  an  added  reason  for 
deliberation  in  the  choice  of  the  first  committee  because  of  the  fact 
that  a  new  medical  practice  act,  marked  by  many  advances,  went 
into  operation  the  same  day  the  Department  began  its  work.  The 
new  practice  act  raises  the  minimum  requirements  of  preliminary  and 
professional  instruction  and  empowers  the  Department  of  Registra- 
tion and  Education  to  establish  additional  standards.  The  only  change 
made  in  the  Examining  Committee  for  Medicine  was  that  of  the  sub- 
stitution of  Dr.  John  L.  Wiggins,  of  East  St.  Louis,  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Illinois  State  Medical  Society,  for  Dr.  Carl  Black,  who 
felt  the  impelling  call  of  the  American  Red  Cross  for  service  in 
Athens,  Greece. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  activities  of  the  Department  during  the  year  and  a  half 
related  themselves  (1)  to  medical  education;  (2)  to  examinations 
for  licensure;  (3)  to  formal  and  informal  hearings  where  the  revoca- 
tion of  a  license  v^as  at  issue  or  complaints  against  a  practitioner 
were  considered ;  (4)  to  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  medical 
practice  act. 

MEDICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Code  confers  upon  the  Department  the  power  to  "prescribe 
rules  and  regulations  defining,  for  the  respective  professions,  trades 
and  occupations,  what  shall  constitute  a' school,  college  or  university, 
or  department  of  a  university,  or  other  institution,  reputable  and  in 
good  standing  and  to  determine  the  reputability  and  good  standing  of 
a  school,  college  or  university,  or  department  of  a  university  or  other 
institution,  reputable  and  in  good  standing  by  reference  to  a  compli- 
ance with  such  rules  and  regulations."  It  also  authorizes  it  to 
"establish  a  standard  of  preliminary  education  deemed  requisite  to 
admission  to  a  school,  college  or  university,  and  to  require  satisfac- 
tory proof  of  the  enforcement  of  such  standard  by  schools,  colleges 
and  universities."  The  Department  also  has  authority  to  "formulate 
rules  and  regulations  when  required  in  any  act  to  be  administered." 

One  of  the  first  problems  presented  to  the  Department  after  its 
organization  was  the  plea  for  restoration  of  two  medical  colleges, 
namely,  the  Jenner  Medical  College  and  the  Chicago  Hospital  College 
of  Medicine,  institutions  which,  on  June  26,  1917,  had  been  declared 
b}'  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  be  no  longer  "in  good  standing" 
with  the  licensing  authorities  of  the  State.  A  large  amount  of  time 
and  attention  was  given  to  the  consideration  of  these  petitions.  The 
institutions  were  reinspected,  one  of  them  twice.  Several  meetings 
for  conference  were  held,  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Depart- 
ment, administrative  and  professional,  and  by  those  interested  in  the 
colleges.  The  outcome  was  that  the  medical  examining  committee 
was  not  convinced  that  it  should  recommend  to  the  Department  that 
the  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  be  reversed.  Mandamus 
proceedings  against  the  Department  were  instituted  by  both  colleges 
with  a  view  to  compelling  restoration  to  good  standing.  During  the 
course  of  the  year  an  arrangement  was  efi^ected  by  which  the  students, 
and  at  least  part  of  the  faculty,  of  the  Jenner  Medical  College  were 
transferred  to  the  Chicago  Hospital  College  of  Medicine  and  the 
mandamus  suit  of  the  latter  was  pushed.  It  was  heard  before  Judge 
Oscar  M.  Hebel  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County,  in  Chicago, 
beginning  on  September  19,  1918,  the  Department  being  represented 
by  the  Attorney  General  through  Mr.  James  H.  Wilkerson  and  Mr. 
Axel  F.  Johnson,  Assistant  Attorneys  General.  The  outcome  of  the 
case  was  a  denial  by  the  court  of  the  petition  of  the  plaintiffs  who 
thereupon  filed  the  usual  notice  of  intention  to  appeal. 

An  encouraging  event  early  in  the  history  of  the  Department  was 
the  union  of  the  Bennett  Medical  College  of  Loyola  University  with  the 
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Chicago  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  This  amalgamation  re- 
duced the  number  of  recognized  medical  schools  in  Illinois  to  five, 
namely,  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine,  Northwestern 
University  Medical  School,  Loyola  University  College  of  Medicine, 
Plahnemann  Medical  College,  and  Rush  Medical  College.  Illinois 
has  made  splendid  advances,  evidently,  since  the  day  when  its  four- 
teen medical  colleges,  five  or  six  years  ago,  led  to  the  use  of  the 
words  "the  plague  spot  of  medical  education  in  America",  when  the 
State  was  named.  Each  of  these  five  colleges  was  visited  and  in- 
spected by  the  Department,  one  of  them  twice.  The  records  were 
searched  with  care  by  a  special  representative  of  the  Department. 
Where  irregularities  or  improper  methods  were  discovered,  the  facts 
were  called  to  the  attention  of  the  officials  of  the  institution  ai¥ected 
and  prompt  promises  of  rectification  were  made. 

The  Medical  Schools  in  good  standing  with  the  Department  are 
shown  in  the  following  table.  They  are  those  now  approved  schools 
from  which  graduates  have  been  accepted  for  examination  for  licensure 
in  Illinois  during  the  past  decade.  •

New  rules  and  regulations  connected  with  the  Medical  Practice 
Act  were  established  and  put  in  force,  after  a  conference  participated 
in  by  the  administrative  officials  of  the  Department,  by  the  members 
of  the  Medical  Examining  Committee,  and  by  the  deans  and  secre- 
taries of  the  five  schools.  An  entire  day  was  spent  in  this  revisionary 
work.  Each  one  who  was  present  expressed  his  belief  that  distinct 
progress  had  been  made  in  the  direction  of  more  harmonious  co- 
operation of  those  most  interested  in  the  proper  enforcement  of  the 
Medical  Practice  Act.  Each  of  the  five  institutions,  through  the 
proper  official,  indicated  in  writing  its  intention  to  abide  by  the  regu- 
lations thus  agreed  to.  The  Department  on  its  part  declared  its 
express  determination  to  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  without 
fear  or  favor. 

It  was  soon  seen  that,  because  of  the  many  educational  questions 
connected  with  the  administration  of  the  several  practice  acts  placed 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department,  it  was  necessary  to  have  an 
official  who  should  be  specially  fitted  for  the  study  of  educational 
problems  and  thoroughly  trained  in  their  administration.  Accord- 
ingly the  Department  established  the  office  of  Assistant  in  Profes- 
sional Education.    Under  the  direction  of  this  official  the  student 
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records  of  the  recognized  medical  schools  of  the  State  were  subjected 
to  searching  scrutiny  with  a  view  to  discovering  failures  to  conform 
to  the  increased  requirements  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act.  In  this 
work  the  Department  was  heartily  supported  by  the  officers  of  the 
several  schools.  It  is  the  belief  that  the  records  have  never  been  so 
clean  as  they  are  at  the  present  time.  The  Department  was  invited 
by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army  to  join  in  inspections  of 
medical  schools  in  connection  with  military  service.  It  accepted  the 
invitation  and  good  results  followed  the  joint  action. 

As  all  tive  of  the  recognized  medical  colleges  in  Illinois  of  their 
own  initiative  had  made  a  requirement  of  two  years  of  premedical 
work  as  preliminary  to  admission  to  the  regular  medical  courses,  the 
Department  modified  its  own  rule  so  as  to  increase  the  minimum 
requirement  of  one  year  premedical  work,  provided  for  in  the  Medi- 
cal Practice  Act,  to  two  years,  this  change  to  take  effect  October  15, 
1918. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  on  July  21,  1918,  when  the 
officers  of  the  Department  held  a  conference  with  the  deans  or  secre- 
taries of  all  the  professional  schools  of  the  State  whose  graduates 
are  admitted  to  examinations  for  licensure.  In  the  study  of  student 
records  it  was  clear  that  a  large  per  cent  of  the  questionable  cases 
were  those  where  individuals  were  admitted  to  professional  schools 
without  having  had  the  proper  preliminary  preparation.  Sometimes 
students  of  this  type  had  been  permitted  to  advance  from  one  class 
to  another  in  the  professional  school  before  the  deficiencies  in  their 
preliminary  qualification  were  remedied.  There  were  cases  where 
such  deficiencies  were  not  removed  until  the  entire  professional 
course  had  been  completed.  As  a  result  there  were  many  complaints 
of  the  hardship  of  a  rule  compelling  satisfaction  of  these  preparatory 
requirements  before  an  individual  was  admitted  to  the  examination 
for  licensure.  At  the  meeting  of  institution  officials  mentioned,  a 
plan  for  a  qualifying  certificate  was  presented,  was  fully  discussed, 
and  was  cordially  approved.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  the  De- 
partment informed  the  administrative  officials  of  the  recognized  medi- 
cal schools,  all  of  whom  had  participated  in  the  conference,  as  well 
as  those  of  all  other  recognized  professional  schools,  that  at  and 
after  the  beginning  of  the  college  year  in  the  autumn  of  1918  no 
student  should  be  matriculated  without  presenting  a  qualifying  cer- 
tificate of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  indicating 
that  all  requirements  for  admission  had  been  satisfactorily  met.  So 
far  the  plan  has  worked  well  and  it  is  beheved  that  its  effect  will  be 
to  eliminate  difficulties  which,  in  former  years,  often  caused  much 
annoyance  and  criticism  and  possibly  led  to  abuses.

*  The  term  "tempomr>-"  license  is  explained  by  the  following  Section  of  the  Medical 
Practice  Act. 

§  6.  The  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  may,  prior  to 
July  1,  1922,  in  its  discretion,  admit  to  examination  a  student  who  has 
completed  in  a  medical  college,  determined  to  be  reputable  and  in  good 
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standing,  the  course  of  instruction  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Registration  and  Education,  and  who  has  passed  the  examina- 
tion in  such  college,  but  has  not  received  a  diploma,  if  the  medical 
college  of  which  he  is  a  graduate  requires  as  a  prerequisite  of  gradu- 
ation, at  least  five  years'  course  of  instruction,  the  time  elapsing  be- 
tween the  beginning  of  the  first  year  and  the  ending  of  the  last,  or 
fifth  year,  in  the  medical  college  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  months.  If 
such  student  shall  pass  the  examinations  of  the  Department  of  Regis- 
tration and  Education  it  may  issue  to  him  a  limited  license  authorizing 
him  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  a  hospital  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Registration  and  Education,  and  in  no  other  place 
whatsoever  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  which  limited  license  shall  remain 
in  efl^ect  for  a  period  not  exceeding  eighteen  months  from  the  date 
thereof,  and  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  may  then 
issue  to  the  applicant  the  regular  permanent  license  to  practice  medi- 
cine and  surgery  without  further  examination,  on  condition  that  the 
applicant  present  a  diploma  from  a  medical  college  reputable  and  in 
good  standing  which  he  has  completed  a  course  previous  to  the  issu- 
ance of  the  limited  license  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  otherwise 
complies  with  the  requirement  of  the  rules  of  the  Department  of 
Registration  and  Education.

HEARINGS  OF  THYSICIANS. 

In  the  period  of  this  report  the  Department  held  formal  and  in- 
formal hearings,  part  of  them  in  its  office  at  the  Capitol  at  Springfield 
and  the  rest  in  its  branch  office  in  Room  1201,  People's  Life  Insurance 
Building,  Chicago.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  physicians  were  called 
before  the  officers  of  the  Department  and  the  members  of  the  Examin- 
ing Committee  for  Medicine.  In  some  instances  a  question  or  two 
showed  that  charges  which  had  been  brought  against  an  individual  were 
groundless.  In  others  the  accusations  were  more  serious  and  re- 
sulted either  in  a  warning  from  the  committee  that  if  the  methods 
complained  of  were  continued  formal  charges  would  be  preferred,  or 
else  in  a  promise  on  the  part  of  the  physician  who  was  criticized 
that  he  would  abandon  the  objectionable  methods  followed  by  him. 
There  were  instances  where  it  was  clear  to  the  Department  officials 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  cooperating  with  them  that 
the  individual  physician  summoned  was  entirely  unworthy  to  con- 
tinue the  practice  of  medicine,  but  where  the  provisions  of  the  Medi- 
cal Act  bearing  upon  revocation  of  license  were  inadequate  to  cover 
the  case.  There  were  still  others  where  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
the  Commonwealth  demanded  prompt  action  in  the  way  of  revoca- 
tion of  license.

That  he  has  been 
guilty  of  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  conduct  in  permitting  his 
Illinois  certificate  to  be  used  by  an  individual  other  than  himself,  who, 
thus,  by  false  or  fraudulent  representation  of  his  profession,  has  ob- 
tained or  sought  to  obtain  money  or  other  thing  of  value. 

Dr.  Frank  J.  Oshay,  Ladd,  Illinois.  Graduate  of  Rush  Medical 
College,  1889.  License  No.  10724,  issued  November  15,  1892,  revoked 
by  Department  of  Registration  and  Education,  December  9,  1918,  for 
the  following  reasons :  That  he  is  an  habitual  drunkard.  That  he  has 
been  guilty  of  other  unprofessional  conduct  in  various  transactions 
connected  with  the  practice  of  medicine,  as  shown  by  prescriptions 
written  by  him  and  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  this  Department. 

Dr.  August  M.  Unger,  Chicago,  Illinois.  Graduate  of  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Chicago,  1892.  License  No.  10546,  issued 
April  7,  1892,  revoked  by  Department  of  Registration  and  Education, 
December  9,  1918,  for  the  following  reasons:  That  he  has  been  guilty 
of  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  conduct  in  connection  with  indi- 
viduals who  answered  an  advertisement  for  an  office  girl  published  by 
him  in  the  Chicago  Daily  News  on  May  27,  1918. 

In  the  cases  of  Dr.  Arthur  L.  Blunt  and  Dr.  Isaac  W.  Hodgens, 
an  attempt  was  made  through  certiorari  proceedings  to  have  the  find- 
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ings  of  the  Department  revoked.  Judge  Oscar  M.  Torrison  of  Chi- 
cago, before  whom  these  petitions  were  presented,  refused  to  grant 
them.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  IlHnois  which 
appeal  at  the  time  of  closing  of  this  report  had  not  been  acted  upon  by 
that  body. 

PROSECUTION  OF  VIOLATORS. 

The  Department  has  put  forth  earnest  efforts  to  check  the  oper- 
ations of  indivduals  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Medical 
Practice  Act.  In  some  places  it  has  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  state's  attorneys.  In  others  unfortunately 
the  apathy' of  this  official  has  made  prosecution  difficult,  if  not  abso- 
lutely impossible.  The  tabular  statement  which  follows  will  give  a 
summary  report  of  what  the  Department  has  been  enabled  to  accom- 
plish in  this  important  direction.

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ADDENDA. 

OSTEOPATHIC  PHYSICIANS. 

Section  38  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act,  whicli  took  effect  July  1, 
1917,  provides  that  any  person  licensed  prior  to  that  time  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  treat  human  ailments  without  the  use  of  drugs 
or  medicines  and  without  the  use  of  operative  surgery,  and  who  is  a 
graduate  of  a  professional  school  deemed  reputable  and  in  good  stand- 
ing at  the  time  the  applicant  graduated  therefrom  may,  within  one 
year,  surrender  his  original  license  and  obtain  a  new  Hcense  author- 
izing him  to  treat  human  ailments  without  the  use  of  drugs  or  medi- 
cines and  without  operative  surgery ;  and  to  practice  in  a  school  or 
system  taught  in  the  professional  school  of  which  he  is  a  graduate. 
The  fee  for  such  transfer  is  five  dollars.  The  following  persons  made 
such  transfer  between  July  1.  1917,  and  December  31,  1918,  and  were 
issued  licenses  as  Osteopathic  Physicians.
